and Grove,that were ſer ro watch an Opportunity to flicot Ris Majeſly, and that Sir George 
IWkeman, was imployed to poiſon Him; and being asked how he knew this; he teplyed; 
he had feen ir in writing in the hands of his Friends, who the day before had acquainted 
him therewith : And that he had then waited an Opportinity to declare it to His Ma; 
zeſty, that bis friend was ner art hand, and ready with the Papers to be broughr befor

The 23th. of Avguſt Mr. K:r{ly went ro Sommeyrſet-Houſe, to foe Pickering, as he at- 
renacd rhe Priefts ar Maſs, bur could not that day fce himz bur the Swrd ry tollowing he' 
did ; and the Stn d:iy ſeven night after thew ed him to Nr. £7:54. one of the Lord Treaſu-' 
1cr1s Gentlemen : And thar week he had been alone to efpy vut Kee, and learn ro know 
him; and in Company of the Dr. ro enquire after Grove, who was to have gone: to Windſor 
it hc had nor beca fick. : 

the 26th, of Azguſt the Dr. told Mr. K:r+tbr, that he had informed the Treaſurer how ro 
inrercept Letrers that came to Grove; and the Treaſurer being ſome daies after gone out of 
Town, he was reſolv'd ro know 1t any were intcreepred: And on J\z;#rd.:y the 431th, he: 
went toa friend of his Mr. HJ: y Kir{by by name, a Letter-Carricr in the Poſt:Office, and 
dcfircd to know if any Letters came to one Grove, living in Jork- ſtreet, in Covent-Garden, 
who promiſcd ro enquire of the Letter Carriers tor that part of the Town, whom he ſhou.d 
meer on Monday ar the Olltce, and 6n Turſd.iy would give him an Account, 

Monday the ſecondof September, Dr. Ots came ro Mr. Kerby's L.odgings at Fox-Hall, 
where he firſt ſaw him, or heard him named, and there he furniſhed him with money for his 
neceſſary Expences, appointing ro mcet bim the day following at the Pheaſant in Fullers-
